When that time comes you may find that 
the phantom popularity which you have sought 
has after all evaded you. Why not join _us in 
sustaining our own President? [Applause. ] 


Tariff Figures in the Depression. 


Mr. Dalzell (Rep., Pa.) spoke in favor of 
the repeai of the bill. He said: 


He did not hold the Sherman law responsible 
for the present business depression. That was 
due primarily to the declared hostility of the 
party now in power to the great economic sys- 
tem under which the country had marched to 
unexampled peospertiy. But the Sherman act 
should repealed. It mattered not by whom 
silver had been demonetized—whether it had 
been done secretly or openly. The question was 
could the United States singly and alone remon- 
etize silver under existing conditions. He 
thought not. 

Mr. Hatch (Dem., Mo.) was satisfied the 
prosperity of the country andthe welfare 
of all the people depended on the decision of 
Congress- on this question. No man had 
@ more supreme contempt for the Sher- 


man law than he had from the first 
word to .the last word; he had de- 
nounced it; he had voted against it; 


but, in connection with its repeal, there should 
be some attempt to relieve the people and to 
move the great crops of the country which 
are now lying in storehouse because there is 
no money. 
Mr. Cummings (Dem., N. Y.) recognized 
the fact that the people demanded action and 
not talk. He deyoted his time to defendi 
the bankers and Democracy of New Yor 
against the charge that responsibility fot the 
present financial troubles rested tpon them. 
Mr. Turner (Dem., Ga.) would vote for the 
repeal of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man law, but he would also vote for free coin- 
age of silver at the highest ratio proposed. 
But he did not believe that either the repeal 
of the purchasing clause or the free coinage 
of silver would restore confidence. 
Mr. Walker (Rep., Mass.) said he was in 
favor of the Wilson bill and advocated uncon- 
ditional repeal of the purchasing clause. 
Mr. Maguire (Dem., Cal.) spoke in opposi- 
tion to unconditional repeal, and protested 
against hasty action; and Mr. Bell (Dem.., 
Tex.) spoke in favor of bimetallism and the 
free coinage of silver. 
Mr. Hicks (Rep., Pa.), while advocating the 
Wilson bill, attributed the present depression 
to the fear of Democratic tinkering with the 
tariff. The House then took a recess. 
After the recess Mr. Hunter (Dem., II.) 
said he would vote for the Wilsor bill as an 
alternative, although he greatly preferred the 
Blaud substitute. 

Mr. Hall (Dem., Minn.) advocated repeal. 

Mr. Dunn (Dem., N. J.) and Mr. 
Ikert (Dem.., .) did not believe that 
silver would sensibly increase in value on a 
16 to 1 ratio, and the change in ratio should 
be carefully considered, and, in his judgment, 
a ratioof 18% tol or 19 to 1 would 
proper, but meanwhile he would vote for 


repeal. 

Mr. McDearmon (Dem., Tenn.) regretted 
that in this instance he was unable to follow 
Cleveland’s lead, and should be obliged to 
vote against the Wilson bill. 
Mr. Harris (Pop.-Dem., Kas.) did not know 
all knowledge of monetary science was con- 
fined to the Shylocks and Capt. Kidds and 
that the agriculturists of est were ig- 
norant.

BIG MAJORITY FOR THE WILSON BILL. 


It Will Have Seventy-five More Votes than 
the Bland Proposition. 
Wasurnerton, D. C., Aug. 23.—At a meeting 
this afternoon of the Executive committee of 
the anti-silver men in the House the final 
figures were presented of the poll of the 
members upon the questions contained in the 
bills now pending. One of the members 
stated that if the friends of free coinage could 
concentrate their whole strength upon any 
one of the ratios the majority against it would 
be thirty-eight. But as this is conceded to be 
impracticable—there being some who will 
vote in favor of retaining the present ratio of 
16 to 1, who will not support a change to 20 
to 1, and some who will vote for 20 to 1 who 
will oppose 16 to 1—the majority against 
either one will be upwards of fifty. When it 
comes to the naked question of repeal or no 
repeal, as presented in the Wilson bill, the 
member stated that the majority in favor of 
its passage will be at least seventy-five.

Telling Argument Against Wildcat Cur- 
rency = Substitute Adopted Declaring 
Lee Mantle Ineligible to a Seat. ‘ 


Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 23.—[Special.]— 
Peffer, the Populist, gave the Senate a mild 
sensation today. He sought to add his mite 
to the prevailing financial uncertainty and dis- 
-tress. This was by the introduction of a rego- 
lution directing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to inform the Senate in regard to the methods 
the national banks have adopted since the 
stringency began. This was not the language, 
which, by implication, found the banks guilty 
in New York, Philadelphia, and Boston of 
violating the law. It is no secret that the 
methods to which the banks have been driven 
in issuing clearing-house certificates and de- 
ciding what checks they will honor have no 
express warrant in law. Controller Eckels 
knows that, and so does everybody else. The 
Controller, however, has kept a level head 
and has got interfered with the banks where 
their action seemed to te for the public 
benefit. 

The debate which sprang up on Peffer’s res- 
olution was chiefly noticeable for Senator 
David B. Hill’s stand. Hill supported the res- 
olution, and in dog so openly antagonized 
Gorman and the other Democratic leaders. 
He received some sharp thrusts and gave some 
in return, particularly to Gorman. Senator 
Cullom took advantage of the opportunity to 
repel insinuations against the Chicago banks. 
He did this ina vigorous way, commending 
them for their soundness, as well as-for the 
course they were taking towards the restoring 
of public confidence. The Peffer resolution 
went over until tomorrow, when it will need 
a direct vote in order to take it up. This may 
give rise to further financial discussion, but 
not entirely on thé lines of silver legislation. 


Hoar’s Sensible Ideaa. 

Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.), in supporting his 
motion to refer Peffer’s resolution to the Com- 
mittee on Finance, said that in a time of pop- 
ular distress and panic the Controller should 
not be compelled to drive national banks up 
to the strict letter of the law. He thought it 
well to wait a week or ten days before ** pok- 
ing into that question too much.” 

Mr. Voorhees (Dem., Ind.) favored the ref- 
erence of the resolution, and promised that it 
would not be buried in the committee. 

Mr. Kyle (Pop., 8. D.) argued against the 
reference. 

Mr. Hill (Dem., N. Y.) opposed the refer- 
ence and insisted on the adoption of the reso- 
lution directly by the Senate. 

Mr. Manderson (Rep., Neb.) was not pre- 
pared to ms that technical violation of law by 
the national banks of Boston, New York, and 
Philadelphia was not perfectly justifiable in 
the present deplorable positidn of the country. 
But he did not agree with the Senator from 
Massachusetts that it was well tocover up 
from the knowledge of the people exactly 
what course was being pursued by the banks. 
Mr. Wolcott (Rep., Colo.) opposed the ref- 
erence of the resolution. and Mr. Gorman 
(Dem., Md.) argued in favor of the reference 
of the resolution, saying: 

For the third or fourth time daring the 
monetary system the point had bee 
where the national banks were a failure, so far 
as thgir power to relieve the con of the 
countfy was concerned. It had been reached in 
1873, 1877, 1887, 1890, and now in 1893. At 
these periods it was utterly im ible for the 
banks to comply. literally with the law. Never 
had there been a period half so threatening as 
that which confronted the Senate today.

That is matter for the Senator from Kansas. 
He must be the judge of what is his duty 
under the circumstances. 

Mr. Washburn—It seems to me that if this 
resolution be adopted it will bea notice to the 
Controller to administer the law literally and 
technically. The result of that will be to 
close every bank in the country and place it 
in the hands of a receiver. That is a calamity 
which we should try toavoidin the present 
deplorable conditious. 

Mr. Cullom’s Views, 


Mr. Cullom (Rep., Ill.) expressed indiffer- 
ence as to whether the resolution should be 
adopted or be referred, because he did not 
think any information would be given that 
would disturb public affairs. When all the 
facts were sta nobody would be hurt. 

Mr. Cockrell (Dem., Mo.)—Will not the in- 
formation rather inspire confidence on the 
part of depositors? 

Mr. Cullom answered as follows: 

If the banks of the country and the btsiness of 
the country have been going on in a legal and 
lawful way the information, instead of doing in- 
jury, will do . Whatever may have been the 
course of the banks ‘of New York, Boston, and 
Philadelphia, there not an hour when 
from the banks of Illinois and the whole West, 
and I believe copecieny of the great City of Chi- 
cago, a depositor could not draw his check and 
get the money forit.

The railroads also have recognized that this 
is Illinois day and will bring people at half 
fate from all over Illinois, from nearly the 
whole of Wisconsin, from a part of Minneso- 
ta, from half of Iowa, and nearly half of Mis- 
souri, tickets good for five days. And the 
farmers are coming, for the harvest is over 
and the rates are reasonable, and they sensi- 
bly recognize that it will be a better time to 
see the Fair now than during September and 
October, when nearly all creation will 
be here.

The curious people of the Midway 
Plaisance with their curious music will make 
one of their picturesque exhibitions in the 
vicinity of the Illinois Building. From 2 to 
4 o’clock the Governor will hold a public re- 
ception in the building. In the evening there 
will be a grand illumination and display of 
fireworks, with many set pieces of a local 
character. 

It will bea gala day. It is too late now to 
make further appeal to the people of the State. 
They unquestionably have done their duty 
and already are here by thousands. It now 
remains for C o to do its duty also and 
so help swell tHe attendance into the hundreds 
of thousands. The half million mark ought 
to be surpassed, and will be if Chicago turns 
out as it should. Chicago on Chicago’s day. 
Oct. 9, will set the high mark of the Fair. It 
must now help to make Illinois day second 
on the list. Let every one who can get to the 
Fair go there and make aday of it. Let Iili- 
nois day be a boomer, so that the world may 
know how deep an interest Illinoisans have in 
the success of the World’s Fair and how 
thoroughly they appreciate the beauty of the 
White City. All aboard for Jackson Park. 


HONESTY VERSUS DEMAGOGERY. 
Senators Palmer and Voorhees spoke on 
the silver question Tuesday. They are both 
Democrats. Each of them said he stood on 
the money plank of the Chicago platform and 
wanted to see it catried out; yet notwo things 
could differ miore radically than the speeches 
of these two Senators. The Illinoisan was 
plain, honest, straightforward. He let par- 
tisan politics religiously alone. He stuck ctosey 
to his text, which was the bill to repeal the 
Sherman law. The Indianian was painfully 
and outrageously demagogical. He wandered 
away from the pending question of theerepeal 
to wildcat currency. a progressive income tax, 
and hysterical denunciations of the money 
power. 

The keynote of Senator Palmer’s remarks 
was that felicitous statement of the Demo- 
cratic platform that “* the dollar unit of coin- 
age of both metals must be of equal intrinsic 
and exchangeable value.’’ To that he re- 
curred every few minutes. He said he was 
for the use of both gold and silver and the 
coinage of both without discrimination, but 
the gold and silver dollar “‘ must be of equal 
intrinsic value.”’ Referring to Senator Vest 


and his 20 to 1 ratio he said: 

The Senator from Missouri no doubt favors 
bimetallism and free coinage as defined in the 
Chicago platform, an@ I think I may venture to 
say that he holds tothe use of both gold and 
silver as the standard’money of the country and 
to the coinage of both gold and silver without 
discriminating against either metal, insisting, 
however, that the dollar unit of coinage of both 
metals shall be of equal intrinsic and exchangea- 
ble vulue, with the equal power of every dollar 
at all times in the markets and in payment of 
debts. If I am correct in this statement of the 
views of the Senator from Missouri I most 
cordially concur with him and am ready to fol- 
low his lead in promoting legislation which will 
secure that result to the country. 


Vest is not in favor of dollars of ** equal in- 
trinsic value’’ and Palmer knows it. He 
merely took an oblique way of notifying the 
Missouri Senator that when he introduced a 
bill for free coinage at a ratio of 20 to 1 he 
was repudiating the platform he pretended to 


stand on. 

Senator Palmer said he was for the repeal 
of the Sherman law, because it was a bad law 
under which— Z 

‘Millions of avoirdupois pounds of bullion sil- 
ver, which we cannot coin upon a ratio yet ascer- 
tained or established, and which from its volume 
is a menace to the silver market and is so worth- 
less as a fund for the redemption of the Treasury 
tiotes issued for its purchase that though they 
are nominally payable in gold or silver coin at 
the discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and made by law a legal tender for all debts, 
‘public and ppivate, except when otherwise ex- 
pressed ot stipulated in the contract, and are re- 
ceivable for customs, taxes, and all public duties, 
and when held by any national banking associa- 
tion may be counted as a part of its lawfal re- 
serve, their parity has only been maintained by the 
established and fixed belief in the public mind 
that no Secretary of the Treasury would dare 
exercise his discretion to redeem them in silver 
coin. ‘ 

Having repealed it, the next step would be— 


By laws ju:liciously framed to encourage the 
use of silver coin and then calmly watch the in- 
fluence of events upon the relative values of the 
two metals, ready to take advantage of circum- 
stances with the hope that by the use of effective 
means the country will at no distant day reach 
the point when both gold and silver can be 

ed, used without discrimination between 
them. “ and the dollar unit of both metals be of 
equal intrinsic and exchangeable value and at all 
times possess equal power in the markets and 
in payment of debts.” 

He never would consent to measures which 
would lower the country to the silver stand- 
ard, which would be the case if “ a timid intra- 
territorial system of coinage’ were adopted, 
“established by alaw which disregards in- 
trinsic value and isolates us from the world.” 

Palmer wants the Sherman law repealed to 
have good money. Voorhees’ chief argument 
for its repeai seemed to be that with it out of 
the way there would bea chance to get the 
worst kind of bad money. While calling for 
the repeal of the Sherman law he Went out of 
his way to abuse those friends of good money 
who have been and are most urgent for its re- 
peal. Those silver-mine owners who are the 
bitterest enemies of repeal were spoken of 


| tenderly as the “ victims of misplaced confi- 


‘Gence,”” ‘While he had much to say about the 
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coinage of silver on an “equality with gold ” 
he never once spoke of the equality of “ in- 
trinsic value.” 

Palmer will vote for repeal heartily and 
gladly. Voorhees will ¥éte for it. unde? com- 
pulsion. He will be at heart with the free 
silverites, the State bank note men, and the 
fiatiste. 
THE SALOONKEEPERS’ DEBT TO THE UN. 

EMPLOYED. ts! 

A New York dispatch states that one of the 
most impressive features of Sunday iast was 
the feeding of 1,000 hungry men, women, 
and children by one Maurice Klinkowstein, a 
Broadway saloonkeeper. And again feed- 
ing 1,600 Monday. The impressiveness 
of Mr. Klinkowstein’s free lunch was not its 
only characteristic. From one point of view 
it was generous, to be sure, but from another 
point of view it was a prominent display of 
reciprocal gratitude. The men who sat down 
to the Klinkowstein dinner were mostly the 
saloonkeeper’s clientdle. They had done the 
liberal thing by him when they had money; 
when they were out of money he did the first 
installment of the liberal thing by them. It 
was a thrifty piece of business, also, for when 
his friends get money again they will not 
forget Mr. Klinkowstein. 

The Klinkowstein free dinner has its les- 
son for Chicago. There are about g7,000 
saloonkeepers here, who since the World’s 
Fair boom began have received from men 
now out of work, or likely to be out of work 
by the time the snow flies; about $12,000,000 
of their wages. Two-thirds of this amount 
represents clear profit. It has not 
cost them more than $4,000,000 for 
the beer and whisky they have served 
to their thirsty customers. The remain- 
jng $8.000,000 has gone into their coffers 
and they have lived upon the money and had 
a good time. Each one of these 7,000 sa- 
loonkeepers has his own special customers. 
Each one of them’ has been liberally patron- 
ized. He has got the most of their surplus 
earnings, and all they have had in return is 
exhilaration, and many of them intoxication, 
poverty, and misery. This is not a fair ex- 
change. The saloonkeeper has taken more 
than he has given to his customer. Now why 
should not these 7,000 saloonists undertake 
to support at least a part of their patrons who 
are unemployed until they can get a job? 
If each one of them would feed an average of 
five this would prevent 35,000 unemployed 
men from going hungry. This relief would 
help wonderfully to curry the unemployed 
over the coming winter. 

The workingmen through their trades and 
labor assemblies and other industrial organi- 
zations are laying the blame for their troubles 
upon capital, and are loudly clamoring that 
it shall give them work. Another portion of 
them, that element which is led by 
anarchistic demagogues, is howling for 
the destruction of capital, which would 
mean the destruction of work altogether. It 
is useless, however, at present to call upon 
eapital for enough donations. Capital 
has been furnishing labor and paying 
wages to all the workingmen until it 
isunable todo soany longer under existing 
circumstances. Capital itself has succumbed 
and had to close its shops and factories be- 
cause it has no work to give out, and having 
no work it cannot pay wages. Itis in a bad 
condition to furnish large aid contributions. 
Nowhere isa splendid opportunity for these 
7,000 saloonkeepers, whose places are not 
closed, to utilize something of their $8,000,- 
000 profits for liquor sold these unemployed 
men in reciprocating favors. There is not a 
class in this community so well able or so 
thoroughly equipped for this work as the sa- 
loonkeepers. There is not an organization in 
the city which is susceptible of extending so 
much relief.. They can contribute more as- 
sistance to the unemployed than the Drainage 
Commissioners, the park boards, the Relief 
and Aid Society, and Carter Harrison acting 
for the city, all put together. It would Algo 
be the quickest and surest way of extending 
relief, for the saloonkeepers know who the 
unemployed are, where they live, what are 
their circumstances, .and just how much 
of their wages they have banked with 
them. They can also discriminate between 
really unemployed workingmen and profes- 
sional tramps, vagrants, and loafers. 


FAR MORE CREDITORS THAN DEBTORS. 

It is stated repeatedly by such calamity 
shriekers as Gen. Weaver and Mrs. Lease that 
the majority of the people of this couutry are 
debtors who are being grievously oppressed 
by the ereditor class, which is said to be an 
insignificant minority in numbers. This silly 
babble is repeated by persons who ought to 
know better ana who assert that all the loan- 
able capital of the. country is in a few hands. 
Correspondents, impressed by this idle talk, 
write to the papers to ask if nothing can be 
done to free the debtor millions from the yoke 
of the thousands who are creditors. 

The truth is just the other way. Compara- 
tively speaking, the lenders are legion and the 
borrowers a minority. Those who think the 
contrary is the case are deceived by the fact 
that they look only at the middlemen and lose 
sight of the principals. Take, for instance, 
the figures given by Congressman Goldzier 
the other day. He Baid there were in this city 
200 building associations which had loaned 
$75,000,000. Technically there are only 
200 creditors, as against a much larger num- 
ber of debtors. But the real number of cred- 
itors is @¢qual to the total number of persons 
whose joint contributions make up that sum 
of $75,000,000. 

The lack of statistics makes it impossible 
to tell just what the average investment of 
each person is. Sweeping in, as these con- 
cerns do, the small savings of servant girls as 
well as of workingmen, the average cannot ex- 
ceed $300. Then the number of real lenders 
or creditors is not 200 but 250,000. The num- 
ber of borrowers or uebtors is much smaller, 
for if the average loan is but $1,800, as we 
understand it to be, there would be but one- 
sixth as many debtors as there are creditors. 

The excess of the creditors is shown even 


more strikingly when savings banks are con- - 


sidered. They are generally looked on as the 
lenders, while they are but middlemen han- 
dling the funds of the real lenders. The av- 
erage savings bank deposit in this country 
does not exceed $330, but the average loan 
made by the banks is nearer $2,500—or eight 
creditors to one borrower. These depositors 
exceed five millions. 

The insurance companies, through which 
much of the money is loaned, are not them- 
selves lenders, but the representatives of the 
policy-holders whose premiums they invest. 
When a man borrows $50,000 or $100,000 
or $500,000 from one of the large insurance 
companies he borrows from 100 or 200 or 
1,000 people. 

The greatest borrowers are to be found 
not among the poor, but among wealthy men 


and business corporations. They are prom- 
, 


inent in the ranks of that debtor class whose 
misery calamity-howling Populists deplore. 
They borrow great sums, and are thus able to 
furnish employment to a great number of 
workmen. They borrow that they may pro- 
cure raw materials, run machinery, and pay 
wages and general expenses of business. 

The savings of the operatives of Lowell and 
Fall River help-to keep the spindles and the 
looms of their employers going. The dollar 
saved by the spinner or the weaver, deposited 


by him in bank, is borrowed by 
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work to labor, ~*” 

The rich people of this country are not the 
great tenders of money, but they are its great 
gated savings of the multitude-and utilize 
them by hiring millionsof workmen. But for 
them the demand for money would decrease 
enormously, and the ‘deposits in the savings 
banks would be in little demand, That the 
operatives get the rate of interest they do on 
their deposits is due largely to the fact that 
wealthy men and corporations by borrowing 
those deposits enable a bank to pay interest on 
the deposite. 

If people will study ‘and reflect on these 
facts there will be less of this wild talk of the 
existence of a multitude of poor borrowers 
who are being trampled under foot by a hand- 
ful of rich usurious capitalists. The lenders 
in the United States exceed the borrowers prob- 
ably five to one. Nor should one class be sym- 
pathized with or “‘poor deared” more than 
the other. The one class has saved up the 
money. The other is utilizing it for produc- 
tion and employment better than its owners 
would have done, with some exceptions, of 
course. Reflection will show any man that 
changing the unit of value from gold to 
the 58 per cent silver standard wold not be 
done in the interest of the industrial classes, 
but on the contrary it would be done to their 
terrible harm. 


CANNOT MAINTAIN THEM AT PAR. 

In less than two months after the first issue 
of loan certificates by the associated banks of 
New York those certificates fell to a discount 
of 5 per centin eurrency. Nobody doubted 
that the banks would honor their paper, but 
the fact that they were not able to do soon 
the instant was sufficient to cause it to go toa 
big discount. The close of last week discov- 
ered another case in point. The checks issued 
by the great Standard Oil company were not 
honored by the banks. For years it has been 
the custom to pay wages to workers, royalties 
to land owners, and other indebtedness by 
checks instead of cash. checks have 
been a great convenience to the army 
of toilers, as there are no banks 
in many of the small oil towns 
in Ohio, and 1t was deemed unsafe to take 
large amounts of money into some of the 
places where wages had to be paid. The 
country merchants and boarding-house keep- 
ers have readily accepted these checks when 
properly indorsed, as they had no trouble in 
paying them into the banks at Toledo, Find- 
lay, and Lima. Im fact, these checks were 
used about the same as currency, being passed 
from hand to hand till some of them were as 
badly worn out as any bank bill is allowed to 
be. But the checks issued for July and ac- 
cepted by the country merchants were re- 
fused by the banks, and some even declined 
to take them at 3 per cent discount. In con- 
sequence more than 5,000 men are unable to 
buy food and clothing or pay house rent with 
the paper they received for their July toil. 

The banks of New York are said by the 
silver monometallists ta constitute the great 
gold money power of the country, and are re- 
ferred to by *some silver orators as if 
able to dictate the financial policy of the Na- 
tion. The Standard Oil company is a gigan- 
tic combination, probably greater than any 
other in the country, and certainly more pow- 
erful because managed with a unity of pur- 
pose that has been taken’ as an example by 
all the other trusts, though they have not suc- 
ceeded in followingit. Yet meither of these 
combinations is able to make checks that will 
circulate at par when the people find they 
cannot instantly redeem the paper. The 
moral is obvious, No power on earth can 
mgke a currency to circulate at par as money 
unless redemption be provided, and even 
though that be certain it is ineffectual 
if deferred. The United States paper 
‘*money,” issued as a means for carrying on 
the war, felltoa big discount because of de- 
ferred redemption, and rose to par as soon as 
it was known the holder of the paper could 
get gold for it on demand. Inability to 
redeem now would be accepted as a reason 
and a signal for discounting its issues today. 
Hence if it should issue “‘ bank bills”’ based 
on land security, as wanted by some, the 
‘“*money’’ would. sink in purchasing power, 
and if the Populist demand for fiat ** muney ”’ 
were acceded to, the said “‘money”’ being 
simply pieces of paper, each of which claimed 
to bea stated number of dollars, with.no re- 
deeming feature, the stuff would soon be 
worth just nothing at all. Nine 

The same rule applies to our silver dollars. 
They are intriasically worth more than the 
piece of paper on which the government or a 
corporation may print or write a promise to 
pay, hence they could not sink to utter worth- 
lessness. But their purchasing power would 
be worth less than 60 cents each if the gov- 
ernment were unable ‘or unwilling to main- 
tain its policy of keeping them up to par with 
gold by paying out gold whenever that is nec- 
essary toa maintenance of the parity. The 
Government of the United States could no 
more make 58 cents’ worth of silver pay for 
a dollar’s worth of goods by merely stamping 
the silver and not being prepared instantly to 
make good the parity than it could prevent 
fiat money ‘from sinking out of sight, and 
with free silver coinage the maintenance of 
the parity would not even be attempted, much 
less possible, 

A FOOLISH STRIKE. 

About two hundred shoemakers assembled 
yesterday morning to appoint a strike com- 
mittee. They had been employed in a fac- 
tory on Huron street, and quit work on ac- 
count of what they claim wasa cutin their 
wages, but the President of the company says 
he does not admit there has been any cut in 
wages, and thinks the men can make as good 
wages as .they have been making. So it 
would appear the shoemakers are not partic- 
ul&rly “‘ hard up ” these “‘ tight times ’’ or out 
of employment or such a large number of 
them would not think of striking under such 
circumstances, They seem not to be afraid 
of their places being taken by others willing 
and anxious to work for fair wages. Even if 
it were proposed to reduce their compensation 
they would be no worse off than many thou- 
sands of other toilers who have gladly accept- 
ed a reduction when assured that otherwise it 
would not be possible to employ them at all, 
on account of the greater difficulty of contin- 
uing business during the financial stringency. 

In reality these shoemakers are striking for 
an increase of pay, because they are now 
able to buy with a stated number of dollars 
some 20 per cent more of the tilings they 
need to consume than they could buy a few 
months ago. Flour and meat are much 
cheaper. The clothing stores are offering to 
sell at great reductions, and the shoe stores 
also, in order to meet the diminished demand 
for ‘consumption and have their capital in a 
shape where they can use it to keep men at 
work producing more goods. The same is 
true of many if not all of the materials neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the family. 
Hence the money received as the compensa- 
tion for labor is more effective to the extent 
of perhaps 20 cents on the dollar’ in 
the purchase of the things it is neces- 
sary for them to purchase for the use 
of themselves and families. These strikers 
had better consider the ma in this light

Onz of the most gratifying events in con- 
ion with the great religious congress to 
held in this city next month is the appeal 
which has been made to religious world 
by the general committee having charge of 
the congress. -The appeal sets forth that for 
the first time in history a general religious 
congress will be held. Upon an occasion of 
such peculiar interest and Importance it is 
suggested by the committee that on some day 
in September the religious teachers of the 
world call public attention to this congress, 
and that during the same month, at some 
special time and places of public worship, 
““devout supplication should be made that 
thid historical meeting of the children of one 
heavenly Father may be blessed to the glory of 
his name, to the advancement of spiritual en- 
lightenment, to the promotion of peace and 
good will among nations and races, and to the 
deepeningand widening of the sense of univer- 
gal human brotherhood,” The notable feat- 
ure of this appeal lies in the fact that it is 
signed by prominent representatives of the 
Presbyterian, Episcopalian, Independent, 
Congregational, Baptist, Methodist, Uni- 
versalist, Unitarian, Reformed Episcopal, 
Lutheran, Swedenborgian, Hebrew, and 
Roman Catholic Churclfts, For the first time 
the brethren are acting together in a congmon 
religious fraternity and towards a common 
end. With this gratifying prospect in view 
the deliberations and discussions of this great 
congress will be watched with special interest. 
Meeting together for the first time, as these 
representatives of various beliefs do, with their 
leaders appealing to the religious world to 
recognize and support their work, it is im- 
possible not to believe that great good will re- 
sult, and that with a better understanding and 
larger charity the church will gain in influence 
and practical progress.

The _ splice 
would have to be made just above 
the elbow joint, where there are practically 
but two muscles, one main artery, and one 
nerve. The arms of both would be placed in 
plaster casts, so that they could not be moved. 
Then the bones must be cut through, and per- 
haps about two-thirds of the flesh, leaving in- 
tact the tnside portion of the arm of the crim- 
inal, together with the artery and nerve. The 
junction of the bones being effected the trans. 
ferred limb would continue to be nourished 
by blood from the body of the criminal till 
the circulation from the patient was deemed 
sufficient to sustain the vitality of the mem- 
ber, after which the remaining part of the sec- 
tion would be made, The proposed operation 
may seem impossible, but it would be only 
goinga little furtherin the line of experi. 
ments that have been successfully made with- 
in the last few years. 


Tue New York Sun has been making a 
study of the debts of the various States, and 
finds that in the last ten years there has been 
a total decrease of $10,000,000, the forty- 
four States owing collectively $224,000,000, 
upon which they are paying $10,000,000 a 
year in interest. Ten States, Massachusetts, 
Indiana, Minnesota, New Jersey, Virginia, 
Maryland, Georgia, North Carolina, Florida, 
and South Carolina, have increased their in- 
debtedness. Seven States, Vermont, Iowa, 
Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin, Oregon, and 
Montana, are out of debt. The other twenty- 
seven States have reduced their debts during 
the ten-year period. Ten years ago five 
States had more than $20,000,000 each in 
outstanding obligations, as follows: Virginia, 
$29,000,000; Tennessee, $27,000,000; 
Louisiana, $23,000,000; Massachusetts, 
$20,000,000; and Pennsylvania, $20,000,- 
000. The debts of these five States now 
stand as follows: Virginia, $81,000,000; 
Tennessee, $16,000,000; Louisiana, $11,- 
000,000 ; Massachusetts, $28,000,000 ; Penn- 
sylvania, $11,000,000. The outcome in 
general shows that good financiering is the 
rule in the majority of States. 
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Youne Mr. Everett, called “* young ”’ to ais- 
tinguish him from his noted father, Edward 
Everett, and now representing the Seventh 
Massachusetts District in Congress, made his 
maiden speech last Saturday in defense of 
honest dollars, in the course of which he said:

banks. It is probable that not less than one- 
third of the pecuniary stringency which has 
caused the suspension of many industries was 
due to the run on the banks by working men 
and women. 


Tue World’s Fair memorial museum project 
continues to progress satisfactorily. Articles 
of incorporation will be applied for speedily, 
setting forth that the scheme is “ for the ac- 
cumulation and dissemination of knowledge

VICTORIA’S SON ON AGERMAN THRONE 


Much Comment at the Accession of Edin- 
burg to Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. 

Bertin, Aug. 23.—Duke Ernst of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha died at midnight last night 
at his castle at Reinhardsbrunn in Coburg. 
The Duke being childiess the throne now falls 
to the Duke of Edinburg, the second son of 
Queen Victoria and her: late consort, Prince 
Albert, who was the brother of Duke Ernst. 
The Duke of Edinburg thus becomes a 
reigning German Prince. 

The succession of the Duke of Edinburg to 
the throne instead of his son, Prince Alfred, 
is much commented upon. When the ques- 
tion of the Brunswick succession was agitated 
in 1885 Prince Bismarck, who was then Im- 
perial Chancellor, pronounced it impossible 
thata foreigner should occupy a German 
throne. This declaration, supported as it was 
afterward by a statement that the Duke of 
Edinburg had given up his claim in favor of 
his son, was generally accepted , in 
Germany as proof that no foreigner 
would be permitted to reign in a 
German State, Prince Alfred being to all in- 
tents and purposes a German. ewas edu- 
cated at Coburg in accordance with German 
ideas, confirming the popular belief that hé 
was to succeed to the duchy. e views en- 
tertained here were that an English Prince, 
‘with a Russian copsort, was an impossibility 
as a German ruler. 

Prior to the Duke of Edinburg taking the 
oath of allegiance to the Constitution today 
he and Emperor William had a core and se- 
cret conversation at the castle of Reinhards- 
brunn. Many telegraphic dispatches have 
passed today between Reinhardsbrunn and 
Usborne House, Queen Victoria’s residence 
on the Isle of Wight. 

this arrival at Reinhardsbrun Emperor 
William was received by the widow of Duke 
Ernst. The Duchess of Edinburg and her 
son, Prince Alfred, are expected to arrive to- 
morrow, Itis said che Duke of Edinburg 
will abdicate in favor of Prince Alfred on the 
latter’s reaching the age of 21, possibly be- 
fore; but this is considered a matter for fut- 
ure arrangement. Queen Victoria will be 
represented at the funeral by Sir Edward B. 
Malet, the British Ambassador to Germany. 
Emperor William, the Prince of Wales, the 
fe of Connaught, and the King of Saxony 
will attend the funeral. 

(The late Duke Ernst was born June 21, 1818. 

was the son of Duke Ernst 1. of Saxe-Coburg- 
and of the Duchess Dorothea Louise, 
Louise of Gotha-Altenburg. He mar-

HOLDING GUATEMALA RESPONSIBLE. 


Attempt on the Life of Ezeta Arouses the 
Salvadorean Government, 

GuaTEMALA, Aug. 28.—There is much ex- 
citement over the reported attempt of the 
Salvadorean Government to hold Guatemala 
responsible for the attempts of Salvadorean 
refugees against the life of President Ezeta. 
Guatemala is unable to refuse an asylum to 
people ieaving Salvador for political reasons. 
Ezeta’s enemies assert that people hostile to 
him are compelled to leave Salvador, but his 
friends declare that while he will not permit 
conspiracies.to be hatched he is endeavorin 
to give his country a good government. Al 
efforts of Guatemala to obtain a loan abroad 
failed, and the government will be compelled 
to introduce rigid econ>mies, and the fear ex- 
ists that the troops may revolt unless paid 
regularly. The government intends to ob- 
serve a policy of strict neutrality in Central 
American affairs. Mexico, while pot disposed 
to interfere in Central American affairs, 
lends the weight of her influence to Salvador 
i order to prevent war from breaking out.

SAYS NO PREFERENCES WERE ALLOWED. 


J. Foster Rhodes Testifies to Condition of 
Lakota Hotel Company. 

An investigation was yesterday commenced 
in the County Court before Judge Brown into 
the affairs.of the Lakota Hotel company, 
owning the Lakota Hotel. J. Foster Rhodes, 
President of the company, testified that no 
preferences of creditors were acknowledged 
prior to the appointment of a receiver and 
said the assets of the company would not ex- 
ceed the liabilities. During the examination 
it was brought out that the ground on which 
the hotel stands was leased from Mrs. J. Fos- 
ter Rhodes by the Lakota company. The 
Lakota Hotel company was subsequently or- 
ganized, to which the original company acted 
in the capacity of landlord. The hotel build- 
ing was erected ata cost of $600,000. To 
secure the payment of the first year’s rent of 

53,000 a mortgage was given by the Lakota 

otel company to the Lakota company for 
$50,000. ,The stockholders in the original 
company were: F. S. McKenzie, Charles 
McKenzie, S. M. McCall, W. L. Barnum, E. 
W. Gillette, W. W. Clay. T. B. Rhodes, J. R. 
Keenan, and J. Foster Rhodes. It was shown 
that all the stock was paid for with the excep- 
tion of that issued to Clay and T. B. Rhodes. 
In March of this year the capital stock 
of the company was increased from 
$75,000 to $100,000, the additional stock 
beimg subscribed for by C. S. Holmes, but as 
it was never paid up the stock was replaced 
in the treasury. Mr. Rhodes said he did not 
know what disposition would be made of the 
$50,000 chattel mortgage. The investigation 
was adjourned indefinitely to permit persons 
interested to examine the books of the cor- 
poration.

U.P. MAY DRAW OUT. 


STRIFE WAGING IN THE WESTERN 
* PASSENGER ASSOOLATION. 


Reduced Rates Made by the Union Pacific 
from the Missouri River to the Pacific 


Coast Ignored by the Other Roads on 
‘Through Business=Western Roads Re- 
fuse to Favor the Grand Army Annual 
Encam pment—Texas Line Representa- 
tives Still in Session Here. 


A dark cloud has made an appearance on 
the horizen of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion which forebodes.a storm of unusual sever- 
ity. The Union Pacific threatens to demolish 
the association if-the latter does not consent 
to treat it in a more fraternal spirit than has 
been the cage lately. For some time past a 
row has been in progress between the trans- 
continental lines, and to meet the action of 
the Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
roads the Union Pacific found it 
necessary. for the protection of its in- 
terests to reduce the rate on passen- 
ger business from the Missouri River to the 
Pacific coast to $25 first class and $18 sec- 
ond class. It offered those rates as basing 
rates to the lines in the association east of the 
Missouri River; or; in other words, it wanted 
those lines to use those reduced rates in con- 
nection with the rates east of the Missouri 
and pro rate the same on the regular basis. 
The lines east of the Missouri, however, felt 
disinclined to comply with the Union Pa- 
cific’s request and refused to use the reduced 
rates as ing rates. By this action they 
really compel the public to pay a higher rate 
through than the Union Pacific wants and 
place the latter in the position 
of an outside road,. although it is a 
member of the- Western Passenger 
Association. When the Union Pacific joined 
the Western Passenger: Association it did so 
with the express understanding that it would 
receive the protection of the association lines 
if it should get into ‘trouble with its North- 
ern competitors, which are not members of 
the association. The refusal to do so now by 
the association lines ‘east of the Missouri 
River has put the Union Pacific officials in a 
towering passion, and-as soon as they learned 
that their request for,using the reduced rates 
west of the river as basing rates had been re- 
fused they sent the following telegram to the 
Chairman of the association : 

Under Art. 8 of the agreement, what explana- 
tion have association lines to make to this com- 
pany for refusing to use $25 first-class and $18 
second-class rates from the Missouri River? As 
we understand this article the refusal of the 
association lines to give relief disrupts the as- 
sociation. There is no agreement in effect to- 
day. One article out all out, because we shall 
insist upon the use of these rates and no mem- 
ber can deprive us of this right without disrup- 
tion of the whole agreement. 

Chairman Caldwell sent a pacitying reply 
to the Union Pacific, taking the position that 
the association lines east of the Missouri River 
were justified in taking the action they did in 
order to prevent a rate war and serious com- 
nee with the lines west of St. Paul and 

inneapolis. The Union Pacific’s answer 
was that the first three lines of Art. 8 pro- 
tect its rates and it is not within the power 
of the association as an association to ignore 
the Union Pacific. 

Notice was subseqtiently given by the Union 
Pacific that it would transfer passengers ana 
baggage free from the depots of its connec- 
tions to its own. It was informed that such 
action would be a clear violation of the agree- 
ment, but the Union Pacific takes the ition 
that the agreement was broken by its Eastern 
connections, and that it is therefore at liberty 
to do as’ it pléases. The determimed posi- 
tion taken by the Union Pacific in this mat- 
ter has made the lines east of the river a little 
shaky, and efforts are now beihg tnade to ad- 
just the difficulty in a manner satisfactory to 
the Union Pacific. It is quite probable, 
however, that the Union Pacific will refuse to 
remain in the association any longer, and if it 
does so the Western end of the association 
will have to go out of existence and the East- 
ern lines will findit much more difficult to 
hang together than heretofore, as the North- 
western is compelled’ by legal contract to 
prorate with the Union Pacific. 


TROUBLE ABOUT G. A. R. RATES, . 


Western Roads Accused of Resorting to 
Unfair Practices, 

The refusal of the Western roads to make 
the same low rates for the annual encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic at 
Indianapolis next month ‘as were granted by 
the roads east of Chicago and St. Louis is 
quite certain to lead to serious complications 
and may result in general demoralization of 
passenger rates from the West. From all 
points in the territory of the association came 
reports that none but delegates will attend 
the encampment unless lower rates are made 
by the lines in the West. There can be no 
doubt that if as low rates were made for this 
occasion as the roads had been making for 
previous ones and an opportunity afforded to 
people to go via Chicago and take in the Fair, 
without subjecting them to extra expense, the 
attendance at the Indianapolis encampment 
would be greater than ever before. Great 
pressure is being brought to bear upon some 
of the roads by the Grand Army people to 
make special concessions and reports are 
current that several of the roads not willin 
to lose the business are making contracts with 
organized bodies and others at much less 
than the agreed rates. A day or two 
ago the Rock Island preferred charges against 
the Chicago and Northwestern and the Chi- 
cago Great Western, accusing them of secur- 
ing business at Des Moines by promising to 
pay a 10 percent commission on the gross 
revenue derived from the business and fur- 
nishing free tickets to the Comnfittee on 
Transportation. Both roads deny this, and 
there is an evident desire to hush the matter 
up as much aspossible. The General Passen- 
ger — of the Chieago and Great Western 
says that so far as his road is concerned the 
charge is groundless. He is inclined to the 
belief; hewever, that other roads are not act- 
ing squarely, as his company can get none of 
the Grand Army business at the agreed rates, 
and has virtually gone out of the business. 
The fact that the organized bodies from the 
various States have. made contracts with cer- 
tain roads leads to the suspicion that illegal 
practices have been resorted to in order to se- 
cure them. 

Yesterday the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion authorized a change in the extension 
tickets for the G. A. R. encampment from 
Chicago and St. Louis. These tickets are 
made good from those points to Indianapo- 
lis for going passage Aug. 30 to Sept. 4 in- 
stead of Sept. 2, 3, and 4, good to return un- 
til Sept. 16. Thechange was made because 
it was found that the St. Louis line had deter. 
mined to sell tickets on those days. 

It looks as if the experiment of last year 
will be repeated when the Santa Fé reduced 
G. A. R. rates to Denver to $12 because its 
competitors had made contracts with ali the 
organized bodies at cut rates, The roads 
which are now beimg left out in the cold are 
quite likely to make a low open rate to the 
public in order to get even with their perfid- 
ious competitors.

Suppose, however, 
United States were to buy urider the Windom 
plan during the next twelve months the rather 
large quantity of $100,000,000 worth of silver, 
and suppose that in the next month it should rise 
in value 1 per cent. Then the government has 

gained 1 per cent on the 4mount redeemed. Sup- 
pose it should fall 1 per cent, Then there is a 
loss of 1 per cent‘on the amount redeemed, and 
that trifling loss would be distributed over and 
borne by the entire population of the United 
States. It would be probably less than one centa 
head, for it would only affect so much of the 
Windom certificates as were sent for silver bull- 
ion redemption. 

With free coinage the country would be on a 
monometallic silver basis. A rise or fall 
ee per cent in the bullion value 
of silver would effect in that event, not 
merely the purchasing value of all the money of 
the country, but the entire system of credits 
based on that money. The volume of outstanding 
credits in this country at any one time is not less 
now than twenty billions. Afallof 1 per cent in 
the price of silver in the London market would 
take $200,000,000 from the creditors of the 
United States. Ariseofl per cent would add 
$200,000,000 to the burdens of debtors. 
With silver used on the Windom plan there 
would be no fluctuation inthe value of money, 
and hence none in the value of credits or prop- 
erty bought and mortgages made. The loss to 
the people on the Windom plan would not be 
one-thousandth part of the ldss that would be 
caused by operating free coinage of silver; per- 
haps not even a ten-thousandth part as much. 

3. The difference between free coinage and the 
Windom plan is one of principle and not of de- 
gree. The Windom plan may be described as 
free coinage at the commercial or true ratio of 
silver to gold. All other projects are for free 
coinage at a false, artificial ratio, 40 or 50 
cents below the true one. The difference between 
the two methods is that between truth and error, 
honesty and fraud, wisdom and folly. 

4. Yes, but the “inherent wrong ’”’ of the present 
system of increasing the quantity of 371-grain 
dollar silver, which has to be kept at par with 
100 cent gold without adding to the stock of 
gold redemption fund which must serve to keep 
it at par, does not exist in the Windom plan. 

5. As has been pointed out, the Windom plan 
is radically differentin principle. The risk of 
loss assunied, as has been shown, is merely nom- 
inal; almost infinitesmal. 

_ 6. The correspondent seems to be of the opin- 
ion that no more silver should be added to the 
present supply. In that case it is natural that he 
should find fault with any plan, no matter how 
safe, which would increase the quantity of silver 
nsed, But it is evident from the debates in Con- 
, from party platforms, and from other ex- 
pressions of public sentiment,that there are a great 
ultitude of bimetallists in this country who are 
inclined to insist on additions to the volume of 
silver money. but they want it kept 
at parity with gold. Addressing itself to 
them rather than to those who believe 
in the use of gold only, Tae TrrBune tells them 
that the only feasible and easily operated way 
yet devised in which more silver money can be 
used without the necessity of buying continually 
more gold to keep it at par is by the Windom 
jlan. Ifthat plan were rejected, and the only

[1. Certain New-Yorkers asked the Subtreasur- 
er to give them in exchange for double eagles and 
eagles silver dollars so they might have small 
change to pay off their workmen with. An em- 
ployer who owes 20 or 100 mena dollar or two 
or three apiece and has only $20 gold pieces to 
pay them with would rather have silver dollars 
at that particular moment. Under the law as it 
stands the Subtreasurer could not comply with 
the request made him. The silver dollars he had 
on hand had to be held by him because the silver 
certificates which are outstanding represent them. 

2. It is useless to talk of the demonetization of 
gold for two excellent reasons. One is that Con- 
gress will not listen to sucha proposition. The 
other is that a law demonetizing gold would 
amount to as much as, and would be putin the 
same class with, the Pope’s bull against the 
comet. If Congress were to say that gold was not 
a legal tender every human being in the United 
States, free silverites and fiatists included, would 
still look on it as the highest and best barter and 
buying money and never would refuse it when 
tendered for debts} and would generally say be- 
forehand that they would be delighted to accept 
it for any debt due on demand, because it is the 
international money of the world. It is useless 
to waste time on such hopelessly impracticable 
projects as demonetizing the whole globe's stand- 
ard of values and medium of exchange between 
nations. |

[1. Nothing of the kind has been done. On 
some occasions the New York Subtreasury has 
paid its clearing-house balances in golds, but that 
is a different matter. 

2. No. Whatever gold was withdrawn from 
the Subtreasury then was withdrawn owing to 
the presentation of gold certificates or of legal 
tenders or Treasury notes for redemption. 

8. Itcaused a momentary disturbance in the 
stock market owing to the volume of securities 
sent back here from abroad. 

4. The Baring Bros. difficulties were made 
known in November of 1890. Between that time 
and July 1 of the following year the net exports 
of gold were about $65,000,000. uring that 
period Russia was withdrawing gold she had on 
deposit in France,so that there was more than 
one cause for the loss of gold by this country. It 
has been stated that $20,000,000 of the loss 
was chargeable to the Barings. Some silver was 
exported during the months referred to—about 
$10,000,000 worth—but the special demand was 
for gold. ]}

ANSWER. 

Resumption did not take place till six years 
atter 1873. Congress did not order resumption 
to take place till 1876 and made the resumption 
act take effect three years later. The effect the 
dropping of silver dollars from the cvinage by 
the “ crimes "’ act of 1878 was to prevent this 
country from resuming specie payments in 1879 
on the single silver basis and practically demon- 
etizing gold money. The bullion in a 371-grain 
dollar was only worth 89 cents when this country 
resumed in 1879. Weshouldthen have started on 
an 89 per cent silver dollar basis; and the value 
of the silver doliar in purchasing power would 
have dwindled away and shrunk to less than 60 
per cent by this time. That is all the brokers 
would have paid our mierchants for it when ex- 
changing our silver dollars for gold to be sent to 
Europe in purchases of goods or settlement of 
balances or payments of debts abroad. And 
whatever the brokers .would pay in gold for the 
silver dollars would inexorably fix and deter- 
mine the purchasing power value of the silver 
money and all the paper currency based upon it. 
The free silverites never get tired denouncing 
the demonetization of silver in 1873 (though it 
was remonetized in 1878), because it prevented 
resumption in cheap silver dollars constantly de- 
preciating, and at the same time expelling gold 
from’ circulation. Why? Because with these 
cheap white dollars they could defraud their 
creditors and cheat their laborers. That is the 
milk in their cocoanut.
